th a t of the Pharisees, of whom our I 
Lord said that, although they appeared 
righteous outwardly to men. they were 
within full of hy pocrisy and iniquity , 
outw ardly whited sepulchers.

ly ail uncleanness (Matt, x x iii. 25-28» 
In our lesson He say s that in no case 
can such righteousness enter the king 
dom (verse 20» . and in Isa.

kind th at God requires we are told,

“ There is none righteous—no not one,” ! 
and when we are brought face to face

There was neither flaw nor 
failure in Ills righteousness.

the F a th e r testified concerning Him.

prices should be d earer than life itself, 
he (Mr. Toppin g) 
for on e d id n ot 
thin k so. 
i 
“ Besid es," said Toppin g, “I allowed ! 
the usual d iscoun t for post-pran d ial 
utteran ces." 
Toppin g, un d er cross-ex amin ation of 
Richard Lin d abury , gave further facts 
about the Ten n essee Coal an d Iron 
compan y an d sard that at the time it 
was bought by the steel corporation it 
prod uced 1.7 per cen t of all the steel 
mad e here an d that it cost more to 
make steel rails in Alabama previous 
to 1907 than an y where else in the 
coun try . 
As to the Republic compan y , 
he said it had an ore supply of about 
128,000.000 ton s in Alabama an d the 
Lake Superior d istrict which would 
last about twen ty -five y ears. 
He said 
that he regard ed the steel corpora­ 
tion ’s supply as bein g n on e too large. 
Comin g then to Mr. Toppin g’s d eclara­ 
tion of a y ear ago. which led to the 
war in steel prices.

1911. an d Top- 
pin g men tion ed as amon g the other 
d irectors of the in stitute presen t be­ 
sid e himself: Presid en t Farrell of the 
steel corj>oration : F. A. S. Clarke of 
the Lackawan n a; W. L. Kin g of Jon es 
A Laughlin ; James Campbell of the 
Youn gstown Steel an d Iron compan y : 
Jud ge Gary an d a fewr more. 
He said 
he had first in formed Jud ge Gary of 
his d ecision to cut prices. 
“ Why d id y ou in form Jud ge Gary ?" 
asked Mr. Lin d abury . 
"As a matter of busin ess courtesy .” 
replied Toppin g, who said that he felt 
morally obligated to give such n otice. 
“I stated ." he ad d ed , “that con d i­ 
tion s in the trad e wrre such as to lead 
me to red uce prices an d that I pro­ 
posed to d o so. 
There was n o d iscus­ 
sion that I can remember. 
Naturally 
they regretted that I should have to 
d o so, an d said so." 
Asked what he mean t by feelin g 
morally obligated , Mr. Toppin g said :
